Dougherty Health Record 
Is Told State Healthcade 


ALBANY, Ga June 10.—()— 
Protection of the Anepholes mosquito 
from man is one of the methods em- 
employed by Dougherty county health 
officials in combating malaria, Dr. 
Hugo Robinson, health commission- 
er, told members of the first Georgia 
healthcade here Tuesday. 

By the use of quinine by persons 
affected with chronic malaria, Dr. 
Robinson pointed out, germs of the 
disease are gradually destroyed, and 
when there are no germs for the mos- 
quito to carry, he ceases to be a 
menace to publie health. 

Dougherty county, a pioneer in pub- 
lic health werk, has the only county- 
wide program in Georgia and perhaps 
the only one of its kind in the coun- 
try. one-mill tax levy provides 
more than enough money for carry- 
ing on the work. One of the first 
counties in the state to adopt the El- 
lis health law, Dongherty has report- 
ed no deaths from typhoid in three 
years, none from diphtheria in two 

ears and none from smallpox in eight 
‘years. ie 

It is here that the United States 
public health service has established 
its malaria research station, which is 
in charge of Dr. T. H. D. Griffitts. 
Demonstrations of dusting stagnant 
ponds with Paris green to kill the 
Anopholes larva were given this morn- 
ing. Dr. Griffitts explained that the 
larvae eat the isonous dust. which 
rests on the surface of the water and 
die within an hour. If the ponds 
are dusted every ten days, he said, 
there is little danger of full grown 
mosquitoes being reared in the area. 

More than 800 lakes and ponds are 
kept under careful supervision in the 
county, with the result that last

The Textile Alliance, aid. of New 
York, a non-profit organization, was 
organized in 1914 to protect mill 
owners and operators, and to prevent 
abuses, unjust and unlawful § exac- 
tions, and deceptions in the manufac- 
ture of mill supplies. In obtaining 
wool and dyes during and after the 
war period there accumulated profits 
which were not disposed of ause 
of a treasury department effort, to 
eollect a thx on them. 

A definite settlement was demand- 
ed by the officers of the alliance, and 
an agreement was reached whereby 
the federal government vy ould begin a 
friendly suit against the alliance to 
obtain a settlement in court. No offi- 
cer of the government is author.~ 4 
to make such a settlement under the 
existing law.

INTERNATIONAL BANK

PARIS, June 10.—()—Officials 
of the Bank for International Settle 
ments announced late tonight that 
the $300,000,000 German reparations 
loan would be issued this week on 
the nine markets interested. 

The conference of international 
bankers, representatives of the settle 
ments bank, and officials of creditor 
powers reached final agreement to- 
night after numerous meetings for 
more than a month. 

The issue price will be 90 except 
in France, where, because there is no 
tax on stock certificates, it will be 
about 98 

The interest rate is 5 1-2 per cent.

The court said that no evidence as 
to possession is necessary and that 
evidence of a credit sale could be in- 
troduced in substantiation of the 
charges. The case was appealed from 
Fleyd county. 

In another case the court held that 
J. O, Garrett, who was convicted in 
Cherokee county of abandoning his 
wife and children, could be prosecut- 
ed although the first act of deser- 
tien occurred in Pennsylvania,- where 
the family formerly lived. 

Garrett had provided transporta- 
tion fare for his family and the court 
held. that they were living in Georgia 
when they actually became depend- 
ent upon their father. 

A judgment against the city of East 
Point for $5,000 obtained by Mrs. W. 
H. Christian, was affirmed. Mrs. 
Christian was injured when she step- 
ped into a water meter on an East 
Point street. 

The original suit in Fulton superior 
court was for $25,000, but the jury 
| awarded damages of only $5,000. Mrs. 
Christian appealed the case in an ef- 
fort to obtain a Jarger judgment.

With the exception of retardatien 
of growth of cotton in the northern 
half of the state beeause of unusual- 
ly cool weather, all major Georgia 
crops are well on the way toward im- 
provement, E. C. Westbrook, cotton 
and tobaceo specialist of the state 
a of agriculture, declared Tues- 
aay 


With proper care, the expert said, 
the eotton growers in the upper por- 
tion of the state may turn what ap- 
at present to be — adverse 
crop conditions ‘into favorable pros- 
pects, while growers of tobacco, corn, 
«mall grain, swéet potatoes, peanuts 
and watermelons have little to fear 
in the way. of damage to those crops.

Mr. Westbrook asserted, “not ot | 


has checked the growth of cotton in}? noble spirit,’ 


nerth. Georgia but is largely respon- | 
sible for the ragged appearance of 
the leaves. A good many farmers 
have the opinion that some kind of 
insects have been eating the cotton 
and have attributed the frazzled con- 
dition of the leaves to this cause. 
While in a few instances this spring 
we have observed damage by the 
Texas cotton flea, plant lice and by 
thrips, the damage so far by these in- 
sects has been restricted te small 
areas. Even in the nreas where these 
pests have oceufred this year, the 
damage has not been severe enough to 
justify the use of sulphur or nicotine 


dust. | 
Hot Weather Needed. 


Most of the cotton, he pointed out, 
is now large enough to overcome a 
great deal of adverse weather condi- 
tions, and in his opinion a spell of 
hot weather at this time would do 
much to help cotton overcome its) 
ragged condition. Almost anything | 
which can be done to stimulate’ 
growth will add to the improvement 
of the crop, he said. 

“Frequent and thorough cultivation 
is very beneficial and helps to keep 
the cotton in a thrifty condition,” 
Mr. Westbrook advised. “A wide 
dressing of nitrate of soda; or some 
other quick-acting nitrogen, will help 
greatly to stimulate quick growth and 
rapid .fruiting. A side dressing of 
from 100 to 150 pounds of quick-act- 
ing nitrogen has given increases of 
200 to 450 pounds of seed cotton in 
the various experiments conducted. It 
has been proven to be a profitable 
practice and it also helps to mature | 
a hig crop ahead of the boll weevil, 

aThere appears to be a smaller 
number of ll weevils at this time 
than for the same period last year. 
Where weevils have appeared, if the 
cotton is mopped with sweetened 
poison, practically all of the wintered 


weevils can be killed, A mixture of 


one pound of calcium arsenate, one 
gallon of black strap molasses and one 
gallon of water is very effective. After 
the cotton has reached some size, the 
dust method is more effective than 
the sweetened mixture. 

“The stands of cotton as a whole 
are good and if the weather condi- 
tions are anything like 
can see no reason why Georgia should 
not be able to produce a good crop 
this year.” 

Farmers Optimistic.

But the result has been maltipli- 
cation of officials, heavy pay rolls 
and swollen costs of service to be 
paid for by great increases of gen- 
eral taxation. These effects are 
now so burdensome that the people 
in almost every state are demand- 
ing State government reform and 
retrenchment. 

The method in each case must be 
determined by local state condi- 
tions, but there are already salient 
demonstrations that cheaper and 
fully efficient state administrations 
can be had whenever and wherever 
the people determine to have them. 


THE HOME MARKET CASE. 
In the Tifton ‘“‘Daily Gazette’ the 


able editor thereof asks ‘*What’s 
wrong with Atlanta?” That ~ in- 
triguing question he proceeds to 
answer by quoting a report sent 
out from Atlanta that last year 
4,992 carloads of 18 different fruits 
and vegetables were unloaded into 
the Atlanta market from every state 
in the Union, Cuba, Canada and 
Mexico, and only a negligible quan- 
tity from Georgia sources.

their marketing methods in active 
competition with foreign-state pro- 
ducers. Atlantans would gladly pre- 
fer the Georgia products, but they

Relaxation, 
however, is not so easy for the person 
who has not had the right training 
for it; or rather, I should say, for the 
person who has had the wrong train- 
ing for it. Relaxation is an art, and 
if you doubt it, I refer you to the 
work of Dr. Edmund Jacobson, “Pro- 
gressive Relaxation,” published recent- 
ly by the University of Chicago press. 
In this notable monograph the physi- 
cian-physiologist teaches the doctor 
how to teach the patient to relax, or 
if the reader be of a high order of in- 
telligence the book may be a sufficient 
guide so that he may acquire the art 
without benefit of medicine, so to 
speak, 

Although Dr. Jacobson does not be- 
gin with breathing, I believe one who 
has never learned wrong habits of 
breathing or one who can suceeed in 
unlearning and correcting some of 
these wrong ideas and habits can most 
readily learn to relax. 

As we have pointed out. in preced- 
ing talks, in order to see a civilized 
person breathing naturally you must 
observe him when he is fast asleep or 
thoroughly under the effects of ether 
or chloroform. Catgh a genuine say- 
age, if there are any such primitive 
human beings left who have not been 
more er less influenced by civilized 
ways, and he will show you how to 
breathe. He doesn't know any more.

WOMAN'S ADVANCE 
NARRATED BY EDITOR 


DENVER, Col., June 10.—()— 
Women are emerging from an era of 
ultra domesticity and are taking a 


rightful place among intellectuals of 
the country, Otto Wiese, 25-year-old 
editor of McCall's Magazine, today 
told delegates to the convention here 
of the General Federation of “Wom- 
en's Clubs. 

“The taste of women,” he said, 
“has improved reading matter im- 
measurably within the last 10 years.” 

“The woman's magazine is no long- 
er a field for crusading. The editorial 
statement is no longer accepted for 
fact by American womanhood. The 
press must stimulate her thought, 
rather than try to dictate it.” 

Dr. George F. Reynolds, head of 
the department of English literature 
at the University of Colorado, plead- 
ed for a better understanding of the 
work of clubwomen throughout the 
United States. 

“If you actually carried through 
the programs outlined,” he said, “the 
United States would witness a social, 
and possibly such an industrial revo- 
intion and would eclipse any In the 
history of the last few hundred 
years.”

QUEBEC, June 10.—()—Speak- 
ing before the New York State Bank- 
ers’ Association, John G..

“The less political control and the 
more business statesmapship we have

An examination of the records disclos- 
ed that the decline was substantially 
less than the May average for the past 
seven years and that only twice in 
that interval had the shrinkage in the 
company’s backlog been smaller than 
the current figures. 

Coincident with this announcement, 
published at noon, was the weekly 
unofficial .report of steel mill oper- 
ations. This stated that the average 
for the entire industry was virtually 
the same as last week's—71 per cent. 
The steel. corporation is working at 
the 75 per cent level against 79 per 
cent two years ago and full capacity 
last year, which was, of course,’ an 
abnormal season.
